a personal donation and there are 
other businessmen who would do 
the sam e.” 
Tull Barnes Speaks 
Councilman Tull Barnes said he 
would like to see Circleville have 
an expensive white-way, but the 
m erchants and taxpayers could not 
afford to pay that 
am ount 
of 
money. He recalled 
delays 
on 
other utility 
legislation 
before 
council th at had resulted in losses 
to consumers. 
Councilman E. S. Neuding said 
he believed council should act on 
the ordinance without further de­ 
lay and "quit the monkey busi­ 
ness." C. O. Deist, president pro­ 
tein, said he had talked with var­ 
ious business men and th at they 
favored 
the 
boulevard 
lighting 
system. “We should give the peo­ 
ple w'hat they w ant,” Mr. Leist 
declared.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 27— (U P )—The “moving hill” of Elysian 
park collapsed today with the force and noise of an earthquake, to the 
delight of a swjarm of spectators which stayed up all night to watch 
the thrilling scene. 
Despite all the perils of the avalanche and the night's bedlam 
that it created throughout the city, nobody apparently was hurt and the

and buried stretch of highway and

The hill was two blocks long and 
400 feet high before it began to 
sway and sink a month ago with 
spasmodic Jerks from some mys­ 
terious subterranean disturbance. 
Last night, in a prelude to its big 
upheaval, the hill began shedding 
great boulders large aa automo­ 
biles, which crashed down across 
Riverside drive and threatened to 
destroy a dozen small houses and 
slopes between the hill and the 
Los Angeles river valley down 
which the debris fell.

he wrote, five years ago, “ We need a new 
religion,” without defining his terms. 
Word-consumers need clarification es­ 
pecially, he says, in the realm of economics. 
What we do really mean by “money”, 
“law”, “free competition” , “individual­ 
ism”, “collectivism”, and so on? 
Not 
understanding them, we get nowhere re­ 
garding the things they stand for. 
The great Chinese sage, Confucius, 
taught his disciples that the first step to­ 
ward knowledge and right living was the 
rectification of names.”

W A SH IN G T O N — President Roosevelt 
was a very uncomfortable man at the 
height of his recent illness. 
One day he 
h a a 103° fever. 
His sickness and pain were caused by 
an ulcerated lower molar which had been 
| troubling him for several years. 
When 
finally it went on a rampage, Roosevelt’s 
I jaw and face swelled like a balloon and 
the poison from the pus sac brought on 
| high fever and upset stomach. 
This condition lasted only a short time, 
although, because of the extreme sensi­ 
tiveness of his jaw, he could not eat and 
was on a liquid diet for a week. 
After­ 
wards Roosevelt laughingly remarked that 
thanks to his illness he had undergone a 
much-needed reducing course. 
One reason for the delay in his re­ 
covery was the pronounced inflammation 
of his jaw which prevented immediate ex­ 
traction of the trouble-making tooth. 
His 
doctors had to treat the inflammation 
before the molar coluld be yanked. After- 
i wards the abcess required draining and 
dressing several times a day. 
This, com­ 
bined with his fever and inability to wear 
a collar made the medicos advise can­ 
cellation of the Warm Springs trip. 


WILD RUMORS 
After Roosevelt had been in bed several 
days, Washington newsmen began to be 
bombarded with wild, out-of-town stories 
regarding his condition. 
Most of the rumors emanated from 
Wall Street. 
One, widely circulated in 
brokerage offices, claimed the President 
had suffered a paralytic stroke similar to 
that which felled Wilson. 
Another, also 
given serious credence, was that Roose­ 
velt had died suddenly, and the fact was 
being kept from the public. 
One prominent eastern correspondent 
was telephoned about this report at 3 a. rn. 
by an excited news editor.

my father believed? 
Yet I did not want to think of 
death. I wanted to drink of life— 
to share with Mimi youth and joy, 
all vividness of experience. 
I felt 
that every moment away from her 
was a lost moment; that even now 
she might be drifting toward some 
destiny which would shut me out. 
I wrote her long letters of elo­ 
quence and entreaty. If she would 
orfly—wait. 
Her notes in reply were brief. 
She had nothing to promise. 
And 
gradually I lost the 
assurance 
which had come to me in that one 
moment of her surrender. 
I grew 
depressed, wishing to escape from 
among the 
shadows into some 
space illumined by hope and hap­ 
piness. 
Every day my mother was grow­ 
ing weaker. 
When the pain was 
not too great, she liked to have 
me sit beside her and talk to her 
of my future. 
“What are you going to do with 
your life, Jerry?” 
“I should like to write, mother.” 
She pondered that. "What kind 
of writing?” 
“Books.” 
What I really wanted was to 
w'rite plays. 
But I should never 
have dreamed of telling her. 
Nor 
that an almost finished manuscript 
of one was at that moment in my 
desk upstairs. 
To my mother the 
theater was a place of evil influ­ 
ences. 
She 
w’ould 
have 
been 
shocked and startled to know of 
my ambitions. 
So I did not tell 
her. 
Her bright, pain-filled eyes were 
upon me. “I wish you might have 
preached like your father.” 
“I shall never be as good as my 
father.” 
“You mustn’t say that. He was 
a boy like you when I met him, 
not yet having found the world’s 
need of him. 
I felt that he could 
do bigger things—and he has done 
them. 
I hope that you may meet 
a woman some day, Jerry, who will 
bring the wish for bigger things 
into your life.” 
I had met the woman. 
But 
kept that to myself. 
The big 
things to which I aspired w’ould 
have seemed small in my mother’s 
eyes. To write a play? To marry 
Mimi? 
To be lord of my owti 
wide 
acres? 
She 
would 
have 
blown all these ambitions away 
with a puff of her breath. 
To 
know the Lord and serve him. All 
else counted as nothing in the sum 
of her hopes for me. 
So it was, as always, to my 
father rather than to my mother 
that I poured out my heart. I told 
him first of the manuscript in my 
desk. 
“I’d like to read it to you. 
didn’t do it alone; Lionel Clark and 
I are collaborating.” 
“Bring it dowm,” 
I was glad to do it, and I read 
it to him as w’e sat under a big 
maple tree in the front of the 
house.

W hy Tuberculosis A fter-C are Is Needed 


Dr. Clendening 


3y LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
AN EXTREMELY important de­ 
velopment in the treatment of tu­ 
berculosis has been started in Eng­ 
land. 
A little village, which has 
been called Pap- 
vvorth, has been 
built and the en- 
1 1 r e population 
consists of peo­ 
ple 
who 
once 
h ad tuberculo­ 
sis, who w e r e 
treated in sani­ 
taria and who 
w e r e regarded 
as a r r e s t e d 
c a s e s . T h e i r 
lives are care­ 
fully supervised 
by physicians. 
When their case 
has progressed 
to the place where they are able to 
v.ork, they are taught handicraft, 
and the products of their w’ork are 
SDld, w’hich brings in about 100,000 
founds a year, all of which goes 
back to the workers and helps to 
maintain the village. 
This 
after-care 
movement 
is 
starting, and we may expect com­ 
munities of this kind in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
To help out the idea 
we urge again the purchase of the 
Christmas seals as abundantly and 
generously as possible. 
It is, of course, a pathetic and 
tragic thing that people with this 
disease have to lead a somewhat 
modified life all the rest of their 
days. 
But at the same time our 
conquest of tuberculosis has been 
due to the fact that we were wili­ 
ng to look the facts in the face, 
’ I’vs is one of the facts. It is a 


good deal better to have your life 
modified than to have it terminat­ 
ed, as it would have been by treat­ 
ment or lack of treatment of other 
days. 
Relapses High 
The reason for the necessity of 
after care is the high percentage 
of relapses which occur unless pa­ 
tients are watched and treated for 
a period of years after their orig­ 
inal cure. 
These relapses, when. 
they occur, are not always as easy 
to terminate as the original dis­ 
ease. 
The patient who has been 
assured by his physician in a sani­ 
tarium that his disease is arrested, 
naturally feels elated and may un­ 
dertake a 
program of activity 
w’hich is far beyond his strength, 
and 
which 
again 
immediately 
breaks down all the good that the 
sanitarium treatment has done. Tu­ 
berculosis patients are naturally 
rather ambitious and high-strung 
individuals, who wish to do a good 
deal of w’ork, and who probably 
brought about their original break­ 
down by such a point of view. 
The after-care communities al- 
j low the patient to go to work at 
the soonest possible moment, and 
also to earn money in ways that 
will pot impair his health. 
Be­ 
sides this, of course, the segrega­ 
tion of cases of tuberculosis in one 
place will help to prevent the 
spread of the disease into the rest 
of the population, because the com­ 
monest form of infection is from 
direct contact with an “open” case. 
The 
International 
After-Care 
committee is determined to devise 
means whereby the lives of con­ 
sumptives may be made useful, 
purposeful 
and 
protective 
once 
more.

T hat wras in July, 1936. Magda 
thereupon took an overdose of a 
narcotic a t a Rome hotel, but w as 
rescued. 
N ext, she w as ordered 
to leave Ita ly —but at the railw ay 
station she w as given $790 by a 
F ascist official for “expenditures.” 
M agda becam e possessed of a 
hatred for Count de Cham brun, 
The clim ax cam e last M arch 17 
when she shot Cham brun just as 
he was about to board an express 
train in P aris for Brussels. 
But 
C ham brun. hit in the groin, quick­ 
ly recovered. 
Follow ing M agda’s arrest, police 
confiscated 
her 
highly 
colorful 
diary in which she had recorded 
highlights of her life. The au th o r­ 
ities vainly tried to hush up the 
diary. The case, however, already 
had gained too much notoriety. 
L ast July 29 M agda was tried 
for the shooting of Cham brun. She 
w'as convicted but her sentence of 
one year in jail w as suspended. 
U ndaunted, M agda tried a new 
coup. 
She planned to go to Spain 
in order to “interview ” the rebel 
leader, G eneral Franco. 
Plans Go Wrong 
B ut she w as turned back at the 
Spanish border. 
Thus she found 
herself hack a t M ontm artre. 
Then cam e an offer from New 
York. Follow ing a storm y cross­ 
ing Mme. dc Fontanges found th at 
the U. S. im m igration authorities 
did not look w’ith favor upon her 
A m erican plans. 
She w as charged 
w'ith “m oral turpitude,” for having 
attem pted to kill Cham brun.
